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Constitution passed overwhelmingly 



The revited Constitution hat been 
approved by a huge ma|orlty. Eighty- 
two percent of the 2,776 vofei cast in 
yesterday's referendum were In favour 
of adopting the reviilont. 

This far exceeded' the twe-thirdt ma- 
(ority required. 2,294 votei were cast in 
favour of adopting the revised Consti- 
tution, 260 were opposed, and 222 bal- 
lots were Invalid. 

Twenty-eight per cent of . the Stu- 
dents' Society voted. Only twenty , per 
cent was required for the referendum 
to be valid. 

The revision oF the Constitution was 
put to referendum after being approv- 
ed by more than the required 150 affir- 
mative votes in an open meeting Mon- 
day. 

The new Constitution changes many 
aspects of the goverhment of the Stu- 



dents' Society. A major revision It the 
formation of the Students' Council 
which will be the governing authority 
of the Students' Society, analogous to 
the present Students' Executive Council 
(SEC). 

The executive authority of the Stu- 
dents' Council will be vested In its five- 
member Executive Committee, which 
will be responsible to the Students' 
Council through the President of the 
Students' Society. 

The new . conitiluf ion , creates . three 
new executive' positions. There will now 
be two Vice-Presidents, one in charge 
of External Affairs and the other of 
Internal Affairs. The third new officer 
It the Comptroller who will supervise 
•II disbursements. 

The revised constitution provides for 
several new representatives on the Stu- 



dents' Council. These Include three re- 
presentatives from the Faculty of Arts 
and Science, at least one of whom is 
pursuing a B.A. degree and one a B.Sc. 
Previously there were only représenta- 
tlves with no restrictions as to whether 
they were in Arts or Science. 

These are only a few of the new pro- 
vitiont of the revised constitution. Com- 
menting on the result of the referen- 
dum, Saeed Mirza, President of the Stu- 
dents' Society, said "I am very pleased 
about- the adoption of this new Cons- 
titution because it suits our needs at 
the present time and will continue to 
do so for years to come." 

Discussing the turnout In the elect- 
ion. Mine stated, "It's really pleasing 
to ' see that, after all, student apathy 
is - breaking down... There were some 
students who did not vote because they 



had not studied the Constitution and 
others because they did not linow what 
was happening. These students had a 
lot of time to study the Constitution 
and the detailed report, so if they had 
any doubts they could have clarified the 
issues". 

Bill Freiberg, chairman of the com- 
mittee which drew up the Constitution, 
was gratified to see that the work of 
the committee had been well received 
by so many students. He felt that the 
Constitution would serve the Students' 
Society well. 

"I especially with to thank the mem- 
bers of the committee; Lew Soroka, 
Jean-Pierre Mpngeau, Joel Bell, and 
Robert Rablnoviteh, as well as the fa- 
culty and club presidents whose sug- 
gestions have been invaluable," he said.

"Tills is clearly a demand for pro- 
eréssivism, and our Parly will 
legislate accordingly during the 
.sitting ol Model Parliament", he 
stated. He added that this election 
forecasts "tremendous gains" for 
the NDP throughout Canada. 

Opposition Leader Cliff Post 
said that the election was the re- 
sult of student reaction to the 
federal government and claimed 
that the national Liberal Party 
must present better leadership if 
it is to be supported.

It provided for an External Vice-President, 
one of whose major tasks will be to co- 
ordinate the avenues of influence with the 
Quebec Government which have developed 
in the past few years. Every club and society 
on campus now has one person whose 
primary job is to look after their needs and 
problems. The new Union can now be 
effectively run, and the absurdities of the 
eligibility for office rules have been abolished. 

The effects of yesterday's vote will be 
long felt; we now have the machinery to 
continue in the independent and responsible 
paths that hove evolved since the Students' 
Society was founded.

A CONTROVERSIAL PRESIDENT; 

M. Bazin of CUS 

Today Jean Bazin, President of the Canadian Union of 
Students, Is at McGill. 

Few student leaders in recent history have aroused the 
controversy that Mr. Bazin has since taking offiea last Fall. 
From the very beginning it was clear that his tenure would be 
a very difficult one. Originally nominated by hit own Université 
Laval, when it seemed that C.U.S. had solved its problems by 
a new structure according equal rights to the French Canadian 
Universities, he saw himself deserted not only by Laval but by 
all the French universities in Quebec. He took over the chief 
office of an association which had become almost entirely 
English speaking. 

In November, controversy arose again when George 
Hees was appointed Honorary. President of the CUS. Certain 
people felt Mr. Bazin, who has been In the past associated with 
the Progressive Conservative Party, had made the decision on 
that basis. That rumour was laid to rest by the discovery that 
the Honourary President Is chosen by the CUS Board of Di- 
rectors, and not the President. 

At present, Mr. Bazin is in particular hot-water with the 
French-Canadian universities. It seems that the; University.'of 
Alberta had requested some representative students of French- 
Canadian universities for its recent "French Canada Week". 
The President chose three students whom he considered to be 
representative, without consulting UGEQ, the AGEUM, or. the 
AGEL. The uproar across the mountain has been almost audible, 
to an extent that one wonders If Mr. Bazln't life will be endan- 
gered by his trip to McGill. 

He seems to think not, and plans to speak >to McGill stu- 
dents on two occasions; to the students-at-large in the Ballroom 
at 1 pm, and to the External Affairs Training Program In W-20, 
Arts Building at 7:30 pm.
